BONES 
OF 
ANCIENT GIANT 


Amazing Discovery In Oregon la 
o f 
Great Interest to Anthro­ 
p ologists. 


Thu discovery of the bones of a hu ­ 
man giant at Hllu nsbu rg Ik one of the 
most Interesting anthrop ological finds 
made In the northwest, according to 
L. L. Sharp , chief of the general land 
office. 
‘ J ju st retu rned from Ellena- 
bu rg,'' said lie, “whore J had op p ort u- 
j nily to \ lew the bones u nearthed The 
sku ll, Jawbone, thigh and other p arts 
of the largest skeleton indicated 
a 
[man to my mind of at least eight feet 
high, A man of his statu re and massive 
frame wou ld weigh fu lly 300 p ou nds 
at least. 
The head is one of the most 
remarkable I ever have stu died among 
p rehistoric sku lls. 
It 1« massive, with 
enormou s brain sp ace. While the fore­ 
head slop es down somewhat 
not av­ 
eraging the abru p t eminence of ou r 
p resent race, the width between the 
ears and the deep , well-rou nded sp ace 
at the back of the head are convinc­ 
ing testimony of high Intelligence for 
a p rimitive 
man. 
The 
cheekbones 
are riot high, like those of the In- 
djHn, nor has the head any 
resem­ 
blance to the Indian sku ll. 
I am con* 
i vlnced that this Hku ll is of a p rehis­ 
toric man who was one of a remark­ 
able race of p eop le who Inhabited this 
p art of America some time p rior to 
the Indian control. 
“The bones were u ncovered fu lly 20 
f ef beneath tile su rface. 
There is 
the u su al gravel formation on top , 
then tlnr conglomerate, a stratu m 
of 
shale, and In a bed of concrete gravel 
beneath tin* shale were the bones of 
;bo giant, and of a smaller p erson.

of the advanced stage indicated by 
this great bku ll cou ld have existed at
